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LA GARDIENNE A BANKRUPT. 

Tue failure of La GarpIENNE of Paris, a 
surplus liner of dubious mold, has served as 
an example to agents of the danger in deal- 
ing with some of these foreign nondescripts 
with supposedly generous funds which turn 
out to be paper assets. There are a number 
of these fancily decorated institutions with 
imposing names and gorgeous tinsel which 
are wholly as irresponsible as the ill-starred 
LA GARDIENNE. Just because they hail from 
Spain, France, Siam or the Canary Isles is no 
guaranty of their solvency. With no deposit 
in this country and no standing at home, rep- 
resented here by dealers in “green goods,” 
they are as ephemeral as the true species of 
American “wild cat.” There are sound sur- 
pius liners here and abroad, but thev are in 
the hands of responsible firms or managers.

THE LARGE CITIES PROBLEM. 


Tue action of the Union in its recent meet- 


‘ing at Atlantic City to suggest a movement 


whereby all companies might get together to 
reduce expenses in the “excepted cities” 
should not fail because it originated with that 
organization. Some of the outside companies 
are inclined to view. the proposed measures 
with suspicion, with no other cause for such 
an attitude than the fear that a union emana- 
tion is put forth for some selfish motive. It 
is a selfish proposition in one way, but the 
union companies are to derive no more bene- 
fit than their non-union competitors. The 
plan involves an agreement entirely beyond 
the pale of union jurisdiction. It is a pact 
in which all kinds of companies will be in- 
vited to join. The Union as an organized 
body originated the present movement, but 
there has been as much agitation in the non- 
union ranks comparatively as in the Union. 

There are several factors that enter -inta 
the consideration of the large cities problem. 
The agents have a side as well as the com- 
panies. Present conditions in the cities are 
deplorable. All recognize this fact. The 
cause cannot be attributed wholly to the com- 
panies nor to the agents. Greed and selfish- 
ness have largely contributed toward the 
keen competition which has bred high com- 
missions. The compensation has been so at- 
tractive as to lead many solicitors and brokers 
into the fire insurance business who do not 
legitimately belong there. The middlemen, 
be they of whatever ilk, have, reached that 





point in numbers and influence where they 
zre a most important factor. The agents 
have catered to this element, paid almost all 
their commissions, and much of it afterwards 
returns to large premium payers in the form 
of a rebate. 

THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER favors a re- 
duction in “excepted cities” expenses in jus- 
tice to the assured. It is not equitable to 
saddle onto the rate the superfluous com- 
pensation now paid. The assured is willing 
to stand a loading in the rate for reasonable 
expense. The loss element is now heavy, 
which sends the rate up the thermometer very 
lively. ‘To pay a premium where from 35 to 
50 pereent goes direct to the Agent, cannot 
be defended according to any scale of reason- 
ing. 

The large city conditions are the outgrowth 
of several years’ operations, which have been 
tolerated because there seemed no way open 
to make the improvements. The local agents 
have adjusted their offices to these conditions. 
To take radical action at once would greatly 
embarrass most agents who are in sympathy 
with the movement, but feel that an oppor 
tunity should be given them to adjust their 
affairs gradually or to be granted certain 
privileges which they feel should enter into 
the reform measures. 

While the companies control the capital 
invested in the business and hence are enti- 
tled to the greater voice as to compensation, 
yet the agent is’ a very important factor in 
fire underwriting and is entitled to consid- 
eration. It might be well, we think, for the 
company managers to have a conference with 
the agents of “excepted cities,” so that all 
hands can have a square deal.

HOW UNION’S ACTION IS RECEIVED. 


Louisville Agents Are Opposed to Reduced 
Commissions in View of Local Conditions, 
While Cleveland Agents Are Divided. 


Cleveland, Ohio, April 27.—(Special.) 
The action. proposed by the Union on reduc 
tion in commissions in large cities is looked 
upon with different degrees of favor and 
disfavor here. Some offices will be very glad 
to see commissions reduced if the number 
of agencies of companies in the city is also 
reduced. The general commissions here arc 
20, 25 and 30 percent, and agents are per 
mitted to pay solicitors up to within 5 percent 
of these figures. The solicitors have the big 
end of the proposition, especially when they 
get 30 percent for preferred business, as some 
of them Wave in the past in defiance of the 
rules of the exchange. Some of the agents 
who have to maintain solicitors in order to 
get a fair volume of preferred business would 
be glad to see commissions reduced to a point 
that would cause some of the solicitors to 
quit. There would really be more money 
in the business for the agents in that case. lt 
has been .the frankly expressed opinion of 
some of the best local students of the business 
that good conditions in Cleveland will never 
hecome permanent until there is a reduction 
in commissions that will more nearly put the 
insurance business in the hands of insurance 
men and enable companies to make a decent 
showing on their expense ratios 


Louisville, Ky., April 27.—(Special.) 
Louisville agents are opposed to an increase 
of rates and a reduction of commissions as 
proposed by the Union. It is pointed out that 
Louisville has been a profitable field for the 
companies, the loss ratio for the last ten years 
having been 48 percent and 42 percent for the 
latter half of that period. The claim is made 
that: higher commissions are paid in Cincin 
nau and Cleveland than obtain in Louisville, 
where 20 and 25 percent are the ruling figures, 
while Louisville has no brokers in the cur 
rently accepted sense of the term, many so 
licitors are employed; ard the agents say this 
constitutes quite an item of expense which 
would remain the same if commissions wert 
reduged. While considerable doubt exists a 
to whether the Union will be able to secure 
the co-operation precedent to the reduction, 
many of the agents say they will not sign any 
agreement as to commissions should the mat 
ter be presented to them. It is thought the 
question is especially inopportune just now 
when Louisville premiums are decreasing and 
the situation is further aggravated by several 
non-board agencies. 





LOEBS GET SECURITY OF BALTIMORE. 

Adolph Loeb & Sons of Chicago have been 
appointed western general agents of the Se 
curity Fire of Baltimore Their territory 
comprises Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, lowa and Missouri. As soon as 
the company qualifies in these States, they 
will begin to plant agencies, although it is 
not their intention to appoint a large number 
of agents at present. The company was very 
badly crippled by its Baltimore losses of 
$150,000, but President J. Ramsey Barry has 
succeeded in interesting a number of strong 
financial interests, has paid off its old liabil: 
ties and reorganized it with $200,000 capital 
and $50,000 surplus. These funds will be 
invested in Government or municipal bonds 
and the company will be conducted on con 
servative lines. 





SWART APPOINTED THE ORGANIZER. 

W. A. Swart, formerly a special agent in 
Rollo & Son’s office in Chicago, has been se 
lected as organizer for the suburban local 
agents association in Cook county. He is 
canvassing the county for members.

Committee Agrees on a Report. 

The large cities’ committee

It was stated that the insurance busi 
ness had to be operated on a reasonable ex- 
pense basis, but that it was unnecessary for 
the companies to pay high commissions on 
classes of business that they were not particu- 
larly secking, and that it was an outrage to 
pay as high as 40 percent, or even more, for 
pref rred business.

Experiments Have Been Made. 

Some of the companies have been experi- 
menting in a few of the large cities by writing 
their net lines or reducing their lines and then 
arranging with their agents to take an addi- 
tional line, provided the agent would accept 
a lower commission. This plan has been found 
to have been successful. 

Advocate Lower Scale of Commissions. 

The companies take the ground that on 
classes of business which have not been profit- 
able or where they have broken even, there ‘is 
no incentive to write the business, other than 
to accommodate the agent. This being the 
case they argue that the agent should not ex- 
pect a high commission, and that 15 percent 
is sufficient for an agent on any ordinary class 
of business. The contention is that too much 
of the commission has been going to the mid- 
dleman and the agent has not been getting the 
profit to which he was entitled. 

Will Call a General Meeting. 

Some of the union members felt that it was 
useless to endeivor to make any effort to reg- 
ulate large city business, because of the greed 
and selfishness of many companies that did 
not want to interfere with their arrangements. 
The motion finally prevailed to call a meeting 
of all companies, both union and non-union, 
and if 90 percent of the business would join 
an agreement, action would be taken toward 
reducing expenses in these cities. It is the 
idea to treat each city locally and take into 
consideration the peculiar conditions in each. 
If an agreement is reached, the local boards 
will probably have to make changes in their 
rules as to brokerages. 

Many agents feel that if the companies will 
join together, in the long run the agents will 
be benefited, as decreased brokerage will tend 
to decrease the number of middlemen in the 
business. 

Question of Conflagration Hazard. 

The question of conflagration hazard in the 
cities was brought up, many of the members 
desiring a flat advance of 20 percent, to be ap- 
plied immediately, until proper schedules could 
be gotten out. The contention was that the 
various conflagrations and losses had reduced 
the surplus of companies and driven some out 
of business. In order to recoup these losses 
to some extent it was held that it was necessary 
to get immediate returns. 

Other members asserted that a flat increase 
in rates would cause complications, friction 
and hostility all through the West, and could 
not be carried through. They took the ground 
that such a procedure was unjust, as some

made according to the status of the fire de- 
partment and the building construction of the 
city. 
President Kremer’s Resolution Prevailed. 

President Kremer of the German-American 
led the fight for the schedule system, and his 
resolution finally prevailed. It gives the gov- 
erning committee of the Union the authority 
to construct schedules for the conflagration 
zone of the cities to give the rate increases 
desired. The committee is to go to work at 
once to get up these schedules and secure the 
data as to each city and have the schedules 
applied accordingly. It is likely that the gov- 
erning committee will consult more or less 
with the eastern contingent in regard to the 
amount of the increase and other factors that 
enter into the work. 


No [oney [fade in Congested Areas. 

It is the general opinion that no money has 
been made in the congested districts of cities 
of 100,000 population and over during the last 
ten years, and the desire is to penalize build- 
ings that are regarded as breeders of con- 
flagrations. tn almost every city of this size 
there are numerous buildings of old-style 
structure, consisting of brick walls with 
wooden interiors, that will burn almost as 
easily as frame. These buildings expose those 
of more modern construction, and naturally 
increase the hazard. Buildings of large area 
and considerable height and also those old- 
style buildings of multiple occupancy, are re- 
garded as particularly hazardous. 

One of the most impressive features of the 
union meeting was the time gg to tributes 
that were paid to the late Judge Cary of the 
German-American, who was once pen al of 
the Union. Many of the leaders in the Union 
took occasion to speak of his work and char- 
acter. 

Jurisdiction Resumed in Nebraska. 

Jurisdiction was re sumed in Nebraska, with 
the exception of commissions. In this State 
graded commissions are paid in all agencies, 
and members felt that if separation was forced 
at this time it would create too much hostility 
on part of the local agents. This question will 
therefore come up at the next meeting. 

Non-Current Policies. 

Th question of apportionment of non-conciir- 
rent policies was left to a committee that was 
created to take up this subject. 

Considerable discussion was given to what 
attitude should be taken as to the word “noon” 
in fire insurance policies. It was finally de- 
cided to suggest to the National board that 
some action be taken in this regard, and decide 
whether an indorsement should be made as to 
whether it meant solar or standard time. 

To Celebrate Its Silver Jubilee. 

The Union will celebrate its twenty-fifth an- 
niversary at the meeting at Niagara Falls, 
which will be held during the latter part of 
September. It was decided to make this an 
occasion of considerable interest, and it was 
suggested that members take their families 
with them, so far as possible, to add to the 
social feature. 

Some of the Leaders on the Floor. 

It was noticeable that the officials of the 
companies were very prominent in the Atlantic 
City meeting and in the lobby of the hotel 
where the various issues were discussed. Pres- 
ident Kremer of the German-American loomed 
up as an important factor. George W. Law 
of the Royal is regarded as one of the most 
eloquent men on the floor, and while he has 
been an acknowledged leader in the past, he 
came forward at this meeting in even a more 
prominent capacity. Manager McGregor of 
the Queen is now looked upon as one of the 
most logical and forcible of the young men. 
Vice-President Bissell of the Hartford did 
most effective work and his power as a speaker 
and a man of conviction was recognized on 
every hand. Mr. Bissell is one of the com- 
pany officials that is growing daily, and when- 
ever he takes the floor he receives the atten- 
tion of everyone. Considerable interest was 
taken in Vice-President Buswell of the Home, 
who has been elected a member of the Union 
in place of President Washburn. Mr. Buswell 
was not heard on the floor to any extent, but 
he was regarded as a strong man in committee 
work. 

Cary and Washburn Are Missed. 

Both President Washburn and Judge Cary 
were greatly missed, they having been for many 
years acknowledged leaders and men.of great

| REPORT IS MADEON DETROIT 


PERLEY B. JONES HAS INVESTIGATED. 
Fire Underwriters Club Is Expected to Take 
Action at Its Next Meeting Some of 
the Recommendations. 








Perley Jones, the insurance engineer of 
Detroit, who has been investigating the condi 
tions of that city, has made his report to the 
Fire Underwriters Club, 
be considered at the 
troit 
Says: 

“It is stated that if the fire protection and 
water supply of Detroit were brought up to 
the standard of the underwriters in every re 
spect, the rates upon property in the business 
‘and manufacturing districts, with the excep- 
tion of sprinkled risks, would be reduced ac 
cording to the schedules 22% percent, as De 
troit is 10 points below. the standard city in 
the matter of fire protection.”

Where Detroit Falls Below Standard. 

Mr. Jones’ report is in part as follows: 

“The exact reasons why Detroit is consid 
ered second-class city, from the standpoint 
of the fire underwriter, can only be obtained 
by a careful study of the specifications of the 
standard city. I have discovered that the chief 
cause is inefficient water supply, and it would 
take only one such fire as that recently suffered 
by the Cadillac Automobile Company to dem 
onstrate the fact that this is correct. Accord 
ing to the 1903 report of the water commission 
there is in use in Detroit 922,031 feet of service 
pipe (or more than one-fourth of the entire 
length in use) which is below the standard 
size. Ina standard city the minimum size for 
service pipes is six inches in residential sec 
tions and eight inches in mercantile and manu 
facturing sections. The water board is doing 
all in its power to improve the system, but is 
hampered to a considerable extent by lack of 
funds. 

“It is, however, in the newer districts of the 
city that there is sad lack of size of mains 
and in pressure; for example, the pressure at 
the Cadillac plant for some minutes after the 
fire poner was only six pounds. The aver 
age pressure for the whole year in some sec 
tions last year was only 13 and 14 pounds, re 
spectively, in two locations. 

Department Is Deficient in Apparatus. 


“The organization and personnel of the 
Detroit department is as fine as there is in the 
world, and their discipline and standard of 
efficiency is high. However, some very neces 
sary changes should be made in the apparatus, 
and some new apparatus added to make a 
standard department. For example, engines 
Nos. 12 and 24 have been in active service in 
the department since 1872, and engines Nos. 
23 and 18 date back to 1876 and 1877 respect 
ively. An engine, after twenty years’ active 
service, is of questionable use to a city the size 
of Detroit. 

“The department is also lacking in ladder 
facilities for reaching our tall buildings. ‘The 
longest ladder in the department is that of 
truck No. 1, which, when a fly is added, will 
reach to the height of 100 feet. 

“The standard number of engine companies 
for Detroit is twenty-nine, or one for each 
square mile of area. We have only twenty 
seven; therefore, to make conditions standard, 
two more companies should be added. In the 
matter of chemical engines, too, we are below 
standard, there being five in service, and seven 
being the standard number. 


Salvage Corps Is [uch to Be Desired. 


. 

“A salvage corps would be a valuable addi 
tion to the department. In other cities this 
corps is supported by the insurance companies. 
In Michigan all the companies are taxed 3 per 
cent on their premium receipts. In Cincinnati 
and St. Louis, where all companies are as 
sessed for the support of such a corps, the 
cost of support and the state tax does not 
exceed 3 per cent together, each item being 
about equal. Could not an enabling act be 
secured from the legislature to secure one 
half the state tax paid upon premium receipts 


of Detroit, for the support of a salvage corps, 
under the supervision of our fire department ? 
Such a corps would protect not only the prop- 
erty of the men who had insurance, but those 
who had none, and would result in a great sav 
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ing of property from heavy water and smoke 
damage. 
Building Laws Should Be Improved. 

“Ordinances should be enacted restricting 
and requiring all buildings in the future to be 
Luilt according to the standards approved by 
the underwriters. | would have the ordinance 
fixing the standard thickness of. walls to be 
amended so as to conform with the standards 
of the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

‘The city is growing rapidly, and in estab- 
lishing fire limits future conditions should be 
taken into consideration. If buildings of im- 
proper construction are permitted to go up 
just outside of the present limits they will 
prove a menace to property that will naturally 
come within the fire limits later on. 

Criticism by the National Board. 

“By increasing the fire limits, and a close at- 
tention to and enforcement of building laws, 
can much be done to reduce the enormous fire 
waste of our city. One criticism made by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters in their 
last report, is as follows: ‘In the map of the 
fire limits submitted an irregular outline 1s 
shown, which seems to confirm the intimation 
made to the inspector, and which he reported 
confidentially, that special interests have suc 
eceded in having localities excepted, in order 
that the erection of poorly constructed build 
ings may be permitted. If there is ground for 
this intimation, the matter should receive in 
vestigation on the part of the local board, with 
a view to the proper extension of the fire 
limits.’ 

Conflagration Hazard Exists to Some Extent. 

“There are many hazardous structures in 
the center of our city, as there are in every 
city’s congested district. While, under ordi 
pary circumstanees, no sweeping conflagra 
tion should occur, however, should there be 
more. fires in dangerous localities, 
necessitating a division of the effective fire 


two or 


fighting force, there would be a liability to a~ 


sweeping conflagration. Throughout — th: 
mercantile section there are a number of 
lofty buildings which can be reached by the 
water fagilities, but not by the ladder service 
of the department, This difficulty would be 
obviated to a certain extent were the laws 
requiring fire escapes rigidly enforced. 
Violations of Building Ordinarces 

“During the past year our fire department 
has inspected 8,764 buildings, and has found 
793 violations of the building regulations. 
This is good work, only it is not carried 
far enough. I believe that non-partisan in- 
spectors, who, with the co-operation of the 
fire department, would inspect every mercan- 
tile and manufacturing risk in the city three 
or four times annually, and who, with ordi 
nanees back of them, would be given full 
power to eliminate all fire hazards as far as 
possible, would pay for their services many 
times over. I say non-partisan, as too often 
the element of political pull is a factor in 
violations of building and restriction laws.” 





REPORT ON UNION OF PHILADELPHIA. 

The official report of the examination of 
the Union of Philadelphia, made by the 
Insurance Department, has 
been forwarded to the various States where 
the company is entered. It shows that the 
impairment caused by the Baltimore fire has 
been made good by the stockholders and in 
addition a surplus of $74,047.50 has been paid 
iu. ‘The impairment amounted to $150,000, 
and the amount paid in was $224,047.50, or 
within a few points of 112.5 percent on the 
capital stock.

BOSTON GOES AFTER AUTOMOBILE BUSINESS. 


The Boston Insurance Company, which is 
entered in various western States for marine 
business, is making a strong drive on auto- 
mobile insurance, A circular has been gotten 
out explaining the benefits of insurance and 
ihe operation of the policy, and containing 
a sample form. The rate charged is 2 1-2 
percent, for which the company insures against 
fire hazard anywhere in the United States, 
and also covers the hazards of transporta- 
tion on railroad or steamship. The company 
is appointing agents for a class of business 
in the larger cities. H. Mead has been ap- 


pointed general agent *: ‘Cincinnati and sur 
rounding territory. 





AS SEEN FROM GHIGAGO. 


COMMENT OF CHICAGO AGENTS. 


Chicago local agents are considerably inter 
ested in the action of*the Western Union in its 
attempt to get together companies writing go 
percent of the business in the “excepted cities” 
i an agreement to reduce commissions. Prob 
ably the average commissions in Chicago ‘are 
20 percent for ordinary business and 30 percent 
for preferred business. Some companies, how- 
ever, pay 25 percent flat and others range as 
high as 40 and 50 percent on preferred risks. 
The brokerage in Chicago is 10 per cent for 
ordinary business and 25 percent for pre- 
ferred. It is the general opinion among the 
local agents in Chicago that companies writing 
go percent of the business cannot be gotten 
together in a commission agreement. They be- 
lieve that the remaining 10 per cent, even in 
case an agreement is gotten, will be able to 
handle the preferred business without much 
trouble. Several of the agencies in Chicago 
claim that they have contracts with their so 
licitors for a period, and therefore they cannot 
afford to have commissions reduced. Even if 
brokerage is fixed and salaried agents ere given 
no benefit in this direction, some of the agents 
on a commission basis claim that the salaried 
iwencies will heve an advantage in being able 
to employ special agents and clerks to drum 
up trade, which the commission agent has not 
means to do, 

Concerning new rates for the congested dis 
trict of Chicago, most of the egents feel that 
rates in the city are as nigh as are necessary. 
The 25 percent advance is still in effect in 
Chicago. Prior to the Baltimore fire a move 
ment was started to eliminate the flat advance 
in rates, but that conflagration suppressed any 
further effort. ‘The agents feel, therefore, that 
a further advance would not be warranted. 
Some agents take the ground, however, that 
there are certain classes of business in Chicago 
on which rates are not sufficiently high. These 
agents feel that with a readjustment of rates 
in some particulars, Chicago is in a satisfactory 
condition from a rate standpoint.

SPECULATION AS TO THE CONTINENTAL. 

Considerable speculation is being nade in 
Chicago as to what attitude the Continental 
will now assume toward the Chicago Under- 
writers Association. The company entered the 
association on February 1, its continuance as 
a member being conditioned on preferred rates 
being readjusted and salaried solicitors being 
abolished by May A special committee was 
appointed by President ‘Teall of the association 
to take up both subjects, Vice-President Kline 
of the Continental being appointed a member 
of the committee. He declined to serve on the 
committee. On May 1 the ninety days given 
hy the company will have expired, and no ac- 
tion has been taken by the association along 
the lines suggested by the Continental. Vice 
President Kline has been on an extended trip 
to the Pacific Coast, and has not been able yet 














to form a decision as to what he will do. In 
asmuch as the large cities’ question will be 
taken up as an outgrowth of the recent meet 
ing of the Union, it is probable that the Con 
tinental will delay making its membership an 
issue until it is seen what the outcome over 
the large cities’ agitation will be 

lhere have been some complaints in Chicago 
since the new reforms went into effect as to 
violations. Some offices claim to have evi 
dence that the commission rules are not being 
lived up to. However, most members agree

SEEK TO AVOID PAYING BACK TAXES. 








Companies Bring Suits to Restrain Ohio Officials 
From Attacking Their Deposits 
With the State. 


the announcement by the authorities of 
Franklin county of their intention to attempt 
to collect taxes on the deposits of companies 


not organized under the laws of Ohio has 
created something of a commotion. Under the 
various deposit laws of Ohio, different com- 
panies have had on deposit with the State 
large amounts of securities, as required to en- 
able them to transact business in Ohio. For 


some years certain of the companies had these 
deposits in the form of bonds of Ohio towns, 
but when these were declared subject to tax 
by Franklin county, the companies withdrew 
them and substituted United States bonds. 

Franklin county js now seeking to collect 
back taxes on the old deposits for the years 
1895 and 1900 inclusive, and proposes to hold 
ihe present deposits for any judgments it may 
secure 

Fifteen companies brought 
United States court last week to restrain the 
treasurer of Franklin county, the auditor of 
state, the supermtendent of insurance and the 
state treasurer from attacking their deposits. 
lhe names of the companies and the amount 
of back taxes for wich it is attempted to hold 
them are as follows:

Of the bills now ready for the governor those 
of interest to the insurance world are the one 
authorizing the insurance commissioner to take 
action against insurance companies with im- 
paired capital; one authorizing the revoking 
the license of any insurance company failing 
to pay the imposed tax and providing for legal 
action to recover such unpaid amounts; one 
requiring the payment, by fire rap hoon com- 
panies, of the state fire marshal’s tax in No- 
vember instead of December.

WHY MARQUETTE IS TO BE PREFERRED 





Local Agent Expresses His Views on Reason 
for Removal of Inspection Bureau 
from Negaunee. 


A prominent agent in the upper peninsula 
writes as follows regarding the protest of 
Negaunee agents against the contemplated re- 
moval of the Michigan Inspection Bureau 
office from that city: 

“Our attention is called to the fact that the 
office was not located at Negaunce for the 
lenehit of Negaunee agents, nor, if it is re- 
moved to Marquette, will it be for the benefit 
of the Marquette agents, but the office will 
be located where it can best serve the greatest 
number. 

‘The companies, and especially the special 
agents, lave business with the inspection 
bureau and are much more interested in loca- 
tion of the same than the local agents possi- 
bly can be. It is mutually desirable that the 
inspector and special agents keep in touch 
with each other, and there are many questions 
constantly arising which require heart — to 
heart talks. It is no exaggeration to say that 
probably 40 percent of the companies doing 
business in northern Michigan have no agency 
at Negaunee. In order to consult with the 
inspector the special agent has to make a trip 
t© Negaunee for that purpose, and, as_ he 
has no agent or business at that place, this 
results in needless expense and loss of time. 
Were the inspector's office located in a town 
in which his company has an agency, the ex- 
tra expense incurred in making the trip to 
Negaunee would be unnecessary and a saving 
of time also effected. It seems to the writer 
that the Field Club should be the best judge 
of the most convenient location, all things 
considered, and its recommendation should 
have great weight.”

INSURANCE RATES AND THE BUREAU. 

One of the local papers of Benton Harbor 
Says: 

“The visit to this city of F. A. Rye, one 
of the rate makers for the Michigan Inspec- 
tion Bureau, has given the bureau a higher 
standing in the estimation of the public. The 
rates in insurance are now placed on a scien- 
tific basis. The old plan in vogue seemed to 
charge every piece of property all that the 
owner would stand. 

‘The new and systematic method makes a 
basis rate of. something over 50 cents a hun- 
dred for business property. ‘To this is added 
a certain percent according to the business 
which occupies the building. There are many 
other forms of liability to risks which add a 
certain percent to the base rate. It has been 








shown that in nearly every case the brick 
buildings in the city can secure a -raté of 
less than $1 per hundred, which is not counted 
exorbitant. 

“The new system enables the owner of prop- 
erty to practically fix his own rate by lessen- 
ing the liability of fire. If any one has a rate 
that seems exorbitant the inspectors are glad 
to tell the owner what changes can be made to 
reduce the rate. 

‘The owner of the Benton block and the 
two adjoining blocks and the occupants of 
these buildings have been paying $300 in in- 
surance annually simply because there is a 
useless little opening between the hotel and 
the other blocks. This illustrates the manner 
of changes that will make reductions in rates 
of insurance.

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WEEK'S NEWS IN INDIANA. 


MANAGER GOODLOE’S SPLENDID TALK. 


Head of Indianapolis Fire Inspection Bureau 
Speaks on Insurance Before the Com- 
mercial Club of That City. 


Thornton M. Goodloe, manager of the In- 
dianapolis Fire Inspection Bureau, was_ the 
speaker before 150 manufacturers and_busi- 
ness men of that city at the regular monthly 
smoker given by the Commercial Club. His 
remarks were listened to with the keenest 
interest on account of the subject, ‘“Insur- 
ance,” and the knowledge that he who spoke 
upon it spoke with authority. Mr. Goodloe 
said, in part: aos 

“That the present rates of insurance are 
burdensome—almost prohibitive in some cases 

needs no comment, for all are agreed on that 
point; yet, with the fire waste increasing at 
the alarming rate that it is the country is 
confronted with a condition which calls for 
stringent and prompt action on the part. of 
the public lhe fire waste from January 1 
to April 15, only three and one-half months, 
amounted to $115,234,000, or an average ot 
$1,097,400 per day, and this does not include 
the ‘Toronto fire, $13,000,000. For the same 
period of 1903 the loss was only $36,122,500, 
a sum vast in itself, but a mere bagatelle as 
compared with this year. For the whole year 
1903 the fire waste amounted to about $150,- 
000,000. ‘This is an appalling ash pile. Some- 
thing must be done to stop this fire waste. 
\t the rate it is going now the people are 
called on about every six years to pay a sum 
equal to the national debt for protection 
against the fire fiend. 


“It is ap to you, gentlemen, it is up to our 


public officials to enact ordinances and laws 
compelling good construction, safe installation 
of electric wires, of steam pipes, of proper 
storage of gasoline, calcium carbide, powder, 
salt petre and other explosives. It is up to 
you to see that our police department is main 
tained to the highest point of efficiency, to 
preserve order and to patrol the city that 
fires may be early discovered; that the fire 
department keep pace with the growth of tie 
city and that politics, the bane of all such 
organizations, be kept out of the department. 
that a good head be had with the authority 
so necessary to good discipline and to good 
service, so that the highest standard may be 
attained, and, finally, it is highly important 
that the origin of fires be investigated by 
proper officials, men clothed with authority 
io see that punishment commensurate with 
the crime, is meted out to those whose fires 
are seemingly caused by friction (of small 
stocks and heavy insurance) or other ques- 
tionable causes. In all of these matters in- 
surance companies can act only in an advisory 
capacity. For instance, the absence of a fire 
coroner to investigate the cause of fires is 
charged for in the rate, the citv of Indianap- 
olis paying for this defect. Both Governor 
Mount and Governor Durbin recommended 
the passage of a law providing for a fire cor- 
over in this State and at the last session 
of the general assembly a bill was introduced, 
but it was amended, delegating the authority 
to the chiefs of fire departments, who were 
to be paid on a per diem basis with no limit 
as to the time they could spend on a case, 
with the expense to be settled on the insur- 
ance companies, to be in turn charged to pol- 
icyholders. It is needless to say that such a 
graft was relegated to the pigeon holes. 
“Never since 1872 has there been the scare- 
ity of insurance as exists to-day. Heavy 
losses, added to burdensome legislation, is 
driving out competition and making of the 
business not a trust, but a monopoly. Of the 
companies doing business in Indiana _ fifty 
years ago only four are doing business here 
to-day. In 1900 over $30,000,000 insurance 
capital retired from the field and the de- 
ficiency has not since been made up. Busi- 
ness men, as a rule, absorbed in their own 
affairs, are apt to growl at any increase in the 
insurance rate and scoff at the suggestion 
that the loss ratio warrants the advance. They 
point to the large dividends and the large sur- 
plus as evidences of too much prosperity. The 
dividends are derived largely from the invest- 
of funds which the laws compel to be 
\ re-insurance reserve to protect the 





policyholders. Of every dollar ie an in- 
surance company by one of you, from 50 to 
oo cents, determined by the term of the pol- 
icy, must be held in cash or invested in secur- 
iiies, the nature of which is restricted by law, 
until that policy expires. A large company 
necessarily derives quite an income, even at 2 
small rate of interest on this large amount of 
money held in trust. But not all these earn- 
ings have been distributed in dividends, for 
must not the company be prepared to meet the 
unexpected? Without the surplus what would 
have become of the indemnity for which pol- 
icyholders have paid in such catastrophies as 
the conflagrations of the Chicago, Boston, 
Winnipeg, Jacksonville, and lately of Balti- 
more, Rochester and Toronto? 

‘The insurance companies have seen the 
fire waste growing year by year, and they 
have joined hands in an effort to reduce it, 
to ferret out the causes of fire, to encourage 
better construction of buildings. In joining 
hands I refer to inspection bureaus, boards of 
underwriters and kindred = organizations, 
which, let me say emphatically, are not in 
restraint of trdde and do not’ raise prices, 
which is shown by the fact that the lowest 
rates in the world are found where these 
associations have existed longest without leg 
islative interference.” 

The speaker then recited many reasons why 
there can be no insurance trusts, and closed 
with a discussion of what could be done to 
reduce the fire waste in Indianapolis. 





EVANSVILLE RATES STILL UNSETTLED 


Considerable Difference of Opinion Exists on 
What Has Been Done and What Ought 
to Be Done. 


There has been considerable difference of 
opinion regarding the 25 percent flat advanes 
in rates at Evansville, Ind., because of the in 
sufficient fire protection. The local agents 
have rebelled and refused to collect the ad 
vance, sending a committee to Chicago to take 
up the matter with the governing committee 
of the Union, and requested that the flat 
advance be suspended and the city be given 
a reasonable time to get the waterworks in 
good condition. Some of the field men be 
lieve that the local agents should have been 
consulted in this matter before the advance 
was promulgated. 

Vhe Indiana League, composed of non-un- 
ion companies, is divided in its opinion as to 
the necessity of the 25 percent advance, and 
hence the companies have decided not to re 
quire it. his greatly complicates the situa 
tion. A number of the leading members of 
the Indiana State Board, who are on the com- 
mittee to investigate Evansville, or who have 
been greatly interested in the situation, think 
that a mistake was made in putting the ad- 
vance into effect without giving the citizens a 
reasonable time to see whether they could get 
their fire protection in satisfactory shape. 
The city council claims that the insurance men 
have made no definite requests or demands as 
to what they desired done. It is stated that 
the city is willing to make the improvements 
if the insurance interests will make known 
what are necessary. Inspector Johnson, of the 
National board, has been in Evansville making 
an investigation of the conditions there but has 
not as yet made any recommendations. ‘The 
city council claims that it has sufficient en- 
gines to hold a fire in check, which was dem 
onstrated by the recent fire in the city. The 
citizens feel that they should be given at least 
— days in order to get the city in shape 
before any flat advance is required, The .¢- 
tien of the governing committee in promulgat- 
ing the pink slip has created much hostile 
feeling in Ey vansville among the business men. 
The general opinion is that the matter has 
been handled in a very indiscreet way. 

Alfred Greene and I. H. Odell, local agents 
at Evansville, and State Agents Cromer of the 
Home and Ingram of the German-American 
were in Chicago this week explaining the sit- 
uation and requesting that the flat advance be 
suspended until the city authorities are given 
a reasonable time to remedy the deficiencies.

FRICTION CAUSED AT BLOOMINGTON, 


The Sale of the Worrall Agency Is Not Con- 
curred in and a Peculiar Muddle 
Results. 


Quite a little friction occurred at Blooming 
ton, Ind., when an effort was made by some 
of the field men to sell the agency of C. R. 
Worrall to the Citizens Loan & Trust Com 
pany. The companies in the agency were the 
Milwaukee Mechanics, Germania, Prussian 
National and Continental. It seems that some 
of the field men arranged for the disposal of 
the agency without consulting the Northwest 
ern National and then urged it to agree to the 
transfer. Special Agent Faatz of the North 
western was soon on the ground and was not 
satisfied with the action that was taken. Mr, 
Worrall had decided to go out of the insur 
ance business but he was prevailed upon by 
Mr. Faatz to continue. The other companies 
had already transferred. Mr. Worrall, there 
fore, holds the expirations of all the compa 
nies and keeps the Northwestern National, 
lhe Reliance also will be represented by him

riL.W AUKEE PRESENTS HARD PROBLEM 








Local Companies Control Over Ten Percent of 
the Business and Co-operation on Com- 
missions Appears Difficult. 


\ll local Milwaukee agents are more or less 
interested in the reports from the Union meet- 


ing at Atlantic City last week as received 
through the daily papers. 

Milwaukee being an -“excepted city” par- 
ticular interest attaches to the recommenda- 
tion for a reduction of commissions. It is 
generally understood that the local commis- 
sion arrangements that have prevailed for 
some time are not satisfactory to many of 


the companies, and methods for bettering them 
have been under consideration for some time. 
Phe trouble has heen that the companies could 
not unite on a plan. The competition for the 
so-called referred business is at the bottom of 
the commission question and the president of 
the Northwestern National is reported to have 
said that he did not care what commissions the 
other companies paid so long as they kept the 
rates up. It is very doubtful if the plan 
adopted at Atlantic City of interesting com 
pames writing 90 percent of the premiums in 
the reform measures will be successful in Mil- 
waukee. Leaving out of consideration all 
companies other than the five locals, this is 
the situation: The Milwaukee premiums 
amounted last year to $1,632,coo, and of this 
amount the Milwaukee Mechanics wrote 
$56,754: Concordia $50,725, Northwestern Na 
tional $45,871, Milwaukee Fire $16,563. United 
\merican $5,153, a total of $175,046, or over 
10 percent of the entire premiums. 

The local companies thus have it in their 
power to block the proposed plan without any 
cutside help and the question is how far they 
will go towards co-operation on the commis- 
sion question. 

Taken: together the five companies named 
have not suffered to any extent in any of the 
recent conflaerations and therefore may not 
fell the same necessity for retrenching as 
the companies do that have borne the brunt of 
the heavy losses. 

The definition of Milwaukee's congested dis- 
trict is under discussion, but owing to the way 
in which the business district is cut up by the 
three rivers and to the fact that it has no suc- 
cession of high or large area buildings filled 
with stocks and manufacturing hazards it will 
le difficult to set limits that will be fair to 
hoth the companies and the property owners. 

The commissions proposed by the Union 
are somewhat lower than those now received 
hy most agents, but Milwaukee is an excepted 
city in the fullest sense as far as commission 
agreements go and all sorts of arrangements 
are in force. The Germania maintains a sal- 
aried manager, the Hartford calls its agent 
a manager, some special agents maintain 
offices and write policies, and quite a number 
of agents have contingent agreements, 

Most union companies pay 15 percent for 
special hazards, 20 percent for mercantile 
buildings and stocks and light manufacturing 
risks and 30 percent for dwellings, public 
buildings, ete. Some union and most non- 
union companies pay 5 percent more for the 
latter two classes. ‘The local companies, or 
it least one of them, offers 30 percent for 
brick mercantile buildings down town, 35 
percent for small stores and contents in min- 
imum districts and 40 percent for dwellings, 
cte.—special hazards and downtown stocks not 
solicited. 

lhe brokerage between agents is 10 percent 
on all classes of business. Brokers or solici- 
tors, as they are called there, are allowed 
whatever the agent to whom they are accred- 
ited can afford to pay them, and they are 
bound by agreement to place all business with 
that agency. The disregard of the latter rule 
causes some trouble, as the high commissions 
offered for preferred business by the local 
companies and salaried managers are very 
tempting to some solicitors. 

If the arrangement proposed by the Union 
or one putting commissions lower could be 
put in foree and made effective it would meet 
with the approval of most agents and would 
cut ont a large number of brokers and others 
who do not pretend to be regularly in the busi 





ness, but who are tempted by the prevailing 
commissions, 





LOCAL AGENTS CONTROL SPRINKLED BUSINESS. 
A recent item in THe WeEsTERN UNDER- 
WRITER stated that some Milwaukee agents are 
objecting to the Western Factory Association 
attempting to secure any more sprinkled risks 
in the city. As a matter of fact the Western 
Factory Association does not carry a single 
risk in the city at the present time, but sev- 
enty-six of the eighty-three sprinkled risks 
are written through the local agents. ‘This 
seems to be a very good percentage when the 
fight the mutuals put up is considered and it is 
doubtful if anything would be gained by the 
Factory Association’s entering the field.

St. Louis agents are opposed to any reduc 
tion in commissions by companies unless they 
are amply protected and _ placed’ on equal 
terms with each other.

METROPOLITAN FINED FOR REBATING. 


Supreme Court of [llinois Upholds Decision of 
Lower Court on Company’s Responsibility 
for an Agent’s Acts, 


The Supreme Court of Illinois has held that 
life insurance companies are liable for the acts 
of their agents if the latter give a rebate, even 
if the companies have no knowledge of the 
transaction. A case came up from Jackson 
county, where evidence showed that an agent 
of the Metropolitan gave a rebate to O. E. 
Herrick of Vienna The circuit court fined 
the Metropolitan $500 and costs, and the Su 
preme Court affirmed the decision. ‘The Met- 
ropolitan showed that it had absolutely no 
knowledge of the agent’s transaction.

older companies a good example of what can 
be done by the intensive cultivation of a lim- 
ited territory. The company has just sent out 
a statement of the business done in March by 
thirteen branch offices in California. Of these 
nine produced over $100,000 during the month. 
Before the end of the year the company ex- 
pects to have one or more branch offices in 
every city of 10,000 population or more in the 
State. ‘The present production is at the rate 
of $20,000,000 a year, and it is expected to 
increase this to $2,000,000 a month before next 
January. No agency contract is given which 
carries a larger commission than 50 percent 
of the first year’s premium, and no money in 
the shape of advance or otherwise is given to 
any man prior to his production of business.

Interesting Olassification Showing How the 
Majority of Injuries Were Received— 
Street Railways the Main Cause. 


One of the Chicago papers, 
accidents in that city, says: 
‘An examination into accidents in Chicago 


in speaking of 


and their causes has been made by the re 
cently organized committee on public safety 
of the Civic Federation. Through an expert 


in statistics the committee has classified the 
10,707 cases of death or injury from accidental 
causes, reported by the police for the year 
1903. 


“Street railway accidents, according to the 
report, are more numerous than those from 
any other assigned cause they form 19 


percent of all the reported accidents jac 
cidents caused by falling are nearly 12 
percent of the total, and accidents due to per- 


sonal violence nearly 11 percent. Steam 
and ‘elevated railways were responsible for 
less than half the number of accidents re 


ported for street railways, or only 8.5 percent 
of the total.

898 accidents caused by teams o1 
included 363 classified as ‘fall- 
ing or thrown from wagon,’ 376 as ‘run 
over or struck by team,’ and 31 as ‘run over 
or struck by automobile.’ Thirteen persons 
were ‘run over by bicycle, and 26 accidents 
were due to ‘bicycle colliding with other 
vehicle.” Accidents caused by falling ‘show 
116 cases of ‘falling from scaffold’ and 111 
cases of ‘falling in new building while work 
ing.’ Of the twenty items in the ‘falling’ list 
that totals 1,255 cases, the largest is ‘falling 
on sidewalk, 270.’ Toy pistols and fireworks 
caused twenty-six accidents, according to the 
list, and ‘explosion of gas or gasoline,’ sixty- 
four cases.

‘The committee’s report recommends to 


Chief of Police O'Neill that the records of 
accidents hereafter be kept so as to allow 
of ready classification. Several weeks were 


spent in the examination by the committee's 


expert.”

DEATH OF E. B, TIDD OF CLEVELAND. 


One of Oldest General Agents of the Fidelity 
& Casualty—Field Will Probably Be 
Divided Now. 


Edwin B. Tidd, Ohio general agent of the 
Fidelity & Casualty Company, died at the 
Colonial hotel in Cleveland Sunday evening, 
after a short illness of acute’ rhetmatism and 
inflammation of the brain. 

Mr. Tidd was born at Georgetown, Mass., 
on March 27, 1844. As a member of the 
Forty seventh lowa Infantry he — served 
through the civil war. Since then he has been 
continuously engaged as gener ul agent of the 
‘Fidelity & Casualty. In point of service he is 
said to be the oldest. state agent of his com- 
pany. 

He was a thirty-second degree Mason and 
prominent in social circles. A lover of fine 
horses, he maintained a stable at the Glen 
ville tracks near Cleveland, and was a member 
of the Gentlemen’s Driving Club and the Cen- 
tury and Roadside clubs. 

Mr. Tidd was a man of sterling worth and 
upright character. Positive in his convictions, 
he was a most valuable employe of the Fi 
delity & Casualty. He had made a conspic- 
vous success of all the lines operated by the 
company. 

fesides Mrs. ‘Todd and daughters, Mrs. 
Howard Chaffin and Mrs, Harry Walker, Mr. 
lidd’s aged mother survives him. She re 
sides in lowa. 


rhe passing of Mr. Tidd probably marks 
the end of the Ohio general agency of the 
Fidelity & Casualty. The company now has 
so large a business and so good an agency 
plant in the State as to warrant it in dividing 
the territory and placing it under the con- 
trol of two offices. Already rumor has two 
men picked out to take charge of these offices. 
It is understood that they will not be general 
agents with purely commission ‘contracts, as 
Mr. Tidd was, but managers with salary and 
contingent commissions. The two men who 
ere mentioned for these positions are so well 
fitted for them as to suggest these names 
to anybody familiar with the fieid. 

At Cincinnati there is little doubt that 
James R, Millikan will be made resident man- 
ager. For a number of years he has been 
special agent at Cincinnati and _ personally 
controls a casualty business considered one 
of the finest in southern Ohio. 

C, O. Ransom is the man mentioned as 
probable manager at Cleveland. He came out 
from Boston about two years ago and _ be- 
came office manager for Mr. Tidd, holding 
that position until January 1 of this year, 
when he concluded to try outside wofk and 
became a solicitor for the office. While office 
manager he did considerable field work in 
northern Ohio. Mr. Ransom, in addition to 
being a good business getter, is one of the 
most thorough students of casualty under- 
writing to be found among the younger men 
in the business. With his intimate knowledge 
of the Fidelity & Casualty’s business methods 
and of the affairs of the Cleveland office, 
he appears pre-eminently the man for the 
place, and the prospects are good that he 
will get it.

CLEVELAND LIABILITY ORGANIZATION. 


Committee Is Now Preparing Plans Which, If 


Adopted, Promise to Place Business on 
a Better Basis. 


Liability managers of northern Ohio met in 
Cleveland last Thursday afternoon and dis- 
cussed the advisability of forming a compact 
to regulate rates and brokerages to fire insur 
ance agents who bring in business. All agreed 
to consider the matter and become members, 
if an agreement can be arranged that will be 
satisfactory. ‘This is the sticking point and 
the only thing that has prevented an organiza- 
tion heretofore. 

A committee consisting of Leslie Webb 
of the Casualty Company of America, E. 
Shryver Reese of the Ocean Accident & Guar- 
antee, W. G. Wilson of the Aftna, Fred P. 
Thomas of the Maryland Casualty and R. H. 
Clark of the Employers Liability, was ap- 
pointed to draft a constitution and by- 
laws and prepare an agreement which will be 
presented to the whole body for consideration 
in a few days. The committee represents the 
various views and is able, if any committee 
can do so, to draw up an agreement that will 
be satisfactory. 

In former attempts to form an organization, 
the most important matter seemed to be the 
brokerage question. It was claimed that some 
managers allowed fire agents and others the 
greater part of the commission and were then 
compelled to do the detail work and look after 
the business all through the term of the con- 
tract themselves. Such business is also unsat- 
isfactory because fire insurance men _ have 
often caused trouble by insisting upon settle- 
ments more favorable than the cases deserved 
in order to prese: ve harmony in the fire busi- 
ness. This causes trouble with the brokers or 
increases the losses of the companies, and 
managers wish to avoid either. 

Managers of new companies have always 
argued that such compacts place them in a po- 
sition where they are not able to get as much 
business as otherwise. This may be true at 
the beginning, but the history of the business 
in Cleveland has shown that any advantage 
that might be gained by being a free-for-all 
is soon offset by some other agent offering 
better figures than the first can do.
